CARE IN PLANTING DWARF FRUIT TREES 


Peach, Apricot, Plum, Prune, Pear and Dwarf Apple on E.M. 
rootstock—set the trees with the point of union betweer, dwarf 
root and budded variety about 3 inches above ground (eliminat- 
ing the chance of the variety rooting on the standard Variety).

PROPER PRUNING is beneficial and will aid in setting of fruit.
